"I want to thank Mr. Bowser 
as well as Mr. Crowder for their 
wonderful help," said Mr. Will- 
iams. "The town voted us $100 
last year. Our expenses were

"Wc planted 500 shrubs at the 
camp. There were six army 
truck loads of shrubs and bulbs. 
We planted shrubs around the 
flagpole, the waterworks, win- 
dow-boxes around the clerk's 
office, flowers in front of the 
registry office, planted 70 shade 
trees, supplied and supervised 
the planting of shrubs n'. Sharon 
and Whitchurch S. S. 4 schools. 

"I am sorry that wc haven't 
the full cu-operation of our own 
school boards and teachers, I 
think the children aro losing out 
in not beautifying their school 
grounds and their homes." 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales sug- 
gested that the society plant 
shade trees on Queen and Huron 
Sts. Mr. Williams replied that 
the society had already done 
this. 

"You must drive past too fast," 
Dr. Dales was told by his fellow 
councillors. 

Reeve F. A. Lundy suggested 
that, in accordance with an idea 
of the mayor's, the council should 
have a representative on the so- 
ciety executive. Mr. Williams 
countered with n suggestion thai 
both the council and the society, 
as well as other organizations, 
should be represented on a parks 
commission. 

"Well, let's make a start this 
way and perhaps we will find 
one day that wo have a parks 
commission," sold Dr. Dales. - 

"The society has co-operated 
100 percent with the town," said 
Councillor Frank Dowser. 

"Who is responsible for the 
care of trees after they are 
planted?" asked Mr. King. 
"There are Irccs In town that 
are being mutilated. The town 
should guard against that. There 
is a scientific way to prune 
trees." 

Councillor A. D. Evans sug- 
gested (hat the society should 
"camouflage" the dump with 
fast-growing trees. 

"I think the council if sorry 
that It ever gave permission to 
cul down the willows at the 
dump," sold Mr. Williams. 

"The council didn't glvo per* 
mission," replied Mr. Evans. 
"The committee Just cut them 
down."

THINKS BURNS 

CAUGHT SPIRIT 
OF DEMOCRACY 



Principal Bastedo Ex- 

plains Wide Appeal Of 

Great Scotch Poet 

"At least two very important 
events took place In the year 1759: 
General Wolfe captured Quebec 
and Hubert Burns was born In the 
village of AUoway, Scotland," stat- 
ed Principal J. B. Bastedo In nn 
address on Robert Burns and his 
poetry at the Home and School 
Association meeting last Wednes- 
day evening in the Stuart Scott 
school. 

"It has been estimated that in 
ordinary times of peace the tin y, 
two-roomed cottage h\ which Bums 
was born to visited hy more people 
than Shakespeare's house al Strat- 
ford-on-Avon," he said, "and these 
visitors arc not only fervent Scots. 

but admirers from many and far- 
distant parts of the wortd. 

"These fccts naturally lead to 
the question: What manner of man 
was this that his birthplace should 
become not only a national shrine, 
but a centre of interest to the lit- 
erary world? 

"Burns' fame as a poet cannot 
bo attributed to his professional or 
academic training, because in truth 
It was limited and erratic; nor Is It 
attributed to social position or 
court favor, because except for a 
six months' sojourn in the aristo- 
cratic society of Edinburgh in 1787, 
Burns' career of 3$ years was 
passed among tho rustic environs 
of AUoway, Mount OUphant, Loch- 
cla and Mossglcl; nor was his fame 
possible through having leisure ami 
wealth at his disposal so that he 
might write at will, because, as the 
poet himself tells us, his life on the 
Ayrshire farms was 'the unceasing 
toll of a galley slave;' and he was 
continuously In pecuniary difficulty. 

"Hums' biographers tell us that 
his mother had no education in the 
accepted sense of the term, but 
that she was a woman of bright In- 
telligence and possessing that oral 
culture in late, tradition and 
poetiy that was not uncommon la 
the Scottish country- women of that 
period. The eldest of a family or 
seven, Bums undoubtedly inherited 
his features, temperament, fancy 
and imagination from his mother, 
while his father's sido evidently 
contributed a marked and admir- 
able individuality, together with n 
natural flare for writing. 

'Tho father, William Burns, was 
a gardener and overseer, but III- 

I fortune spoiled various and repeal- 
ed attempts to Improve his family's 
social position. Due to straight- 
ened circumstances, Robert's form- 
al education was limited, consist- 
ing of two years* instruction under 
a young Itinerant teacher named 
Murdock, and later a few scattered 
j months' attendance over tho years 
from 12-17 at various schools in Ids 
homo district. 

"Tho rest of his education wan 
received at tho hands of his par- 
ents—especially his fathor. A pre- 
cocious passion for reading good 
prose and pootry seized Burns, m 
that at tho ago of 12 ho was cease- 
lessly scribbling tho thoughta that 
took shape i« his mind. 

"During the many years ho foll- 
owed the plough on tils father's 
farms and on his own, his working 
days were full of keen observation 
of man and nature; and his leisure 
aOUm wcro given over to reading 
or to writing down the thoughts 
that had filled his mind and heart 
during tho day. 

"Writing In verso seamed to 
come to Burns as naturally as sing- 
ing; and his biographers relate 
that us years wont on he wrote 
verses whenever and wherever the 
spirit prompted Mm and on any- 
thing that was handy— a window,

LET'S WIDCN 
OUR OUTLOOK 

Col. George Drew's comparison of the splendid 
contributions which Ontario has made to various 
patriotic funds and amounts loaned to the dom- 
inion government for prosecution of the war 
with the gifts and loans of other provinces 
serves no good purpose. Those that have must 
give and lend, and the average person in Ontario 
is more well-to-do than the average person in 
other parts of the dominion. What point is there 
in Col. Drew telling the legislature* that Ontario 

invested $114.84 per capita in last year's Victory 
loan campaign, whereas the rest of Canada 
invested a mere $52.00 per capita? 

We suppose that a goodly share of the insur- 
ance companies' purchases (with money collected 
in all parts of Canada) were credited to Ontario, 
but, aside from that, the fact is thai Ontario is 
the chief industrial section of the dominion and 
Ontario has more money to invest. If Col. Drew 
had said that the chief industrial section of 
Canada subscribed §115 per capita and the rest 
of Canada including the chief fishing and grain- 
growing areas subscribed $53 per capita he would 
realize what an obvious thing lie was saying. He 
practically did say it, only he did not collect his 
thoughts, for later in his address he said that 
more than 50 percent of all industrial production 
of Canada is in Ontario, 42.0 percent of all wages 
are paid in this province, and 41.2 percent of all 
retail buying is done in this province. 

And why? Is it not because we in Ontario have 
richer land, richer mines, and are geographically 
located in the centre of an ocean-to-ocean tariff- 
bounded strip of country? Why have we who 
are fortunate enough to live in this province come 
to Ontario from Britain, continental Europe, 
western Canada and eastern Canada? Is U not 
because it is easier (hard as it may be) to make 
a living here, because there are more opportun- 
ities, in central Canada? 

Col. Drew is just repeating the foolish IIup- 
burn-Drew talk of Ontario being a milch cow 
because her people are fortunate enough to have 
the biggest incomes and therefore to pay the most 
taxes. Ontario pays the taxes because Ontario 
has the income, the automobiles, the modern con- 
veniences, the more elaborate schools, the higher 
standard of living. 

And so when Col. Drew comes to enlistments 
he finds that Ontario has done twice as well as 
Quebec, but that six provinces have done even 
belter in relation to population than Ontario. 
That in not to the discredit of Ontario. There 
arc reasons for these differences. Ontario has a 
larger proportion of non-Anglo-Saxons than some 
of I he provinces that have done belter. Or per- 
haps Ontario, with a higher standard of living, 
has a greater proportion of old people— perhaps 
people liv«s to a greater age In Ontario. 

Those comparisons by provinces, even if said 
to be cited "not for the purpose of boasting," 
serve no good purpose. They contribute to the 
divisions between provinces. Let us not forget 
that, if In war-lime Quebec is made to appear 
to be out of step, in peace-time Ontario is the 
mast unpopular member of the family, and it is 
talk like Col; Drew's which contributes to these" 
inter-provincial animosities. 

We hesitate less to criticize Col. Drew because 
only a few weeks ago we had occasion to praise 
his fine Newmarket address telling what Uritfeh 
agriculture is doing. Col. Drew's mistake is that 
he does not disassociate himself from Premier 
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Hepburn so that ne can see the Xatter*s mistakes. 
His job is to criticize Mr. Hepburn, not Mr. King, 
or Quebec, or the conduct of the war. Col. Drew 
seems to be more interested in national affairs 
than in provincial affairs, and the job he should 
be doing woefully lacks doing. At the same time 
Col. Drew by making unnecessary provincial 
comparisons shows that he would not make a 
successful national leader either. 

Jpot Drew incidentally came into prominence 
some years ago as the result of magazine articles 
on the subject of "Who Won the War?" He 
proved to his own satisfaction, and amidst much 
acclaim, that Canada won the Great War, and 
that the U.S.A. did not. More recently, he was 
arguing that the U.S.A. should .come into this 
war, and has now been setting out to prove that 
Canada is doing little and that the U.S.A. is doing 
much to win this war. How inconsistent!

it wall, a carriage, a book cover or 
a table-top. Wonder It Is that a 
man whose life was so hard ami 
troubled should have possessed it 
soul si» full of music! A ii d per- 
haps right there lies the secret of 
his trim greatness. 

"As n lover of Hums* poetry, I 
think that an appreciation of his 
poetic rraed Is essential If one is to 

unilci^tmul how he touched the 

hearts of so many renders. In the 
preface to the Kilmarnock edition 
■ -which Hums published hi tin* 
hope that the financial l etui nn 
would enable him to lake his hrlile 
to Jamaica- there appear.-* the 
following: 

" * Poem.-*, chiefly In the .Scottish 
dialect, by Robert Biiins. . . . Ills 
motives for courting the Muses 
were: to aniintc himself with the 
illtlo eivuttouH of his own fancy, 
amid the toil-; and fatigues of u 
iahorlmiH life; to transcribe the 
various feeling, IJto loves. the* 
j grtrfs. the hopes, the fears, In his 
own breast: to find some kind of 
couutei poise to the struggles of the 
world, always an alien scene, a task 
uncouth to the poetical mind. 1 In 
that edition Hums briefly states bin 
ptlolic creed In the famous lines to 
John Ift'tpralk:

"til the history or KukIIsIi liter- 
ature Itniici't Hums appeared nt 
that liupoitaal purlmt when cjruuilo* 
tsin was kIvIok way to thn romant- 
ic movement that completely valued 
the iiHcemluney between 1780 and 
the Victorian oKe. 

"In such beautiful lyrics ns 'I 
r*¥ii My .Icon/ 'To Mary in 



"A great deal has been written— 
perhaps too much— about the many 
love affairs of Robert Burns. But 
whatever our opfn'on may be of 
him as a lover, wc must all agree 
that as a writer of love-verses, the 
handsome Scot with the fiery eyes 
has had no superior. Simply to 
read such poems as 'Highland 
Mary/ 'It is na, Jean. Thy 
| face." 'Of a* the Airts the 
I can Blaw,' 'Come, let me 
Thee.' etc.. is convincing proof that 
the girlish hearts that prompted 
the lines must have beaten faster as 
they read and re-read them. 
Where else, in the whole English 
language can you find love songs 
that surpass these In beauty of ex- 
pression and depth of feeling? 

"The humor of Burns' poetry Is 
subtle, buoyant and spontaneous; 
and to Its Inspiration and gusto 
much of his fame is due. Tho 
English language presents few 
humorlstlc poems to equal Tarn 
o' Shanter"— which should be read 
In complete form to derive full en- 
joyment from it. To it may be 

added 'Scotch Drink.' 'Address to 
the Dell.* 'Last May a Draw 
Wooer,' •Hallowe'en.' 'The Jolly 

Beggars' nnd the 'Address to the 

Toothache.' 

"Just as nature serves as the 
background of Burns' poetry, so. It 
may be said, man stands on the 
front of his poetic stage. It seems 
that Burns touched every phase of 
man's existence— his work, pleas- 
ure, religion, patriotism, sorrows, 
loves nnd even his politics. He 
proclaimed the dignity of the 
humblest kind of labor, mocked at 
religious sham and satirized many 
of the superstitions that gripped 
18th century Scotland, shot sly ln- 
vcctlvcs at haughty 'lairds.' and 
derided political injustice. That he 
caught the real spirit of tho French 
revolution, nnd did not lose It— as 
Wordsworth and Coleridge did— Is 
proclaimed In tho lines of that 
democratic poem. *A Man's a Man 
For a' That'— the sentiment of 
which should be of particular Inter- 
est In all democratic countries to- 
day. Small wonder It is that a man 
who could touch upon nnd adorn 
so many topics nnd phases of man's 
life should have made a literary 
appeal that has been universal. 

"But If Burns Is appreciated by 
men of other races, how much 
dearer Is he to the heart of every 
Scotsman whose national bard he 
Is? What better reflects the pat- 
riotic fervor and spirit of Jacoblt- 
istu than 'Scots Wha Hue.' 'It 
Was a* for our Rightful King,' or 
'Macphcrj-on's Farewell?' It has 



\ 



been a puzzle to me how a man 
with Burns' Independent mind and 
love of democratic freedom could 
have been so loyal to the despotic 
Stuarts with their divine-right 
theories. But the evidence found 
in some of his other poems— e.g. 
'Such a rnrcei of Rogues In a 
Nation'— indicates that he resented 
the union of Scotland with England, 
and* was more interested in pro- 
claiming Scotch Independence than 
in merely supporting the Stuart 
dynasty. Even under present con- 
ditions we might look far before 
we would find greater Inspiration 
for ft cause than the last four 
verses of 'Scots Wha Hne." which 
represent Bums' version of what 
Bruce said, or should have said, to 
his men at Bannockburn. 

"And not only Scotland, but the 
whole world keeps Burns* memorv 
green in the dally singing of such 
tunes as 'Comin' Thru the Rye,' 
■Flow Gently. Sweet Aft on/ 'Auld 
Lang Sync* and many oilier de- 
lightful ballads. 

"In conclusion, I should like to 
.deal for a few moments with those 
who are Inclined to point the ac- 
cusing finger at Burns' morality; 
and before them I would maintain 
that his lapses and short-comtngs 
have been greatly exaggerated- 
most of all perhaps by his early 
biographers and critics. These men 
obviously paid too much attention 
to rumor and neighborhood gossip 
for much of their material; and 
some later biographers .have evi- 
dently lost sight of the fact that 
the morals and customs of the ISth 
century differed widely from those 
of Victorian or modern times. 

"Now I am not going to point to 
Burns' life ns an example of 
Christian practice, because that 
position would be rather difficult 



to defend: he did write much and 
did do many things that were un- 
worthy of his better self; but 2 do 
claim that he was deeply religious 
In his nature— and that 1 think 1 
can prove. How otherwise could 
he have produced such a poem ns 
'The Cotter's Saturday Nigh t/ 
which breathes the very atmos- 
phere of the home conditions In tho 
midst of which he was raised? 

"The orthodox may deplore the 
apparent Irreverence of such 
poems ns The Holy Fair* nnd 
'Holy Wlltic's Prayer;' but neither 
they nor wc should forget that in 
Burns' day there was much super* 
stltion nnd pious hyprocrisy; nnd 
these satires did the Christian 
church of his nnd succeeding nges 
a cleansing service which Scotlnnd 
today recognizes. All three of 
those poems should be read in toto 
to get a full appreciation of their 
worth. If you Will read them, to- 
gether with Burns' transcription 
of some of tho Psalms, his 'Prayer 
in the Prospect of Death/ etc., 1 
think you will agree with mo in the 
opinion I have expressed. 

"As John Drlnkwater expressed 
it in his 'Outline of Literature:' 
'Atheism and materialism are 
foreign to the nature of a man in 
whom upright walk nnd conversa- 
tion, humility and tenderness, the 
Covenanters' martyrdom or the de- 
votion of family worship always 
find responsive chords/ And it is 
ns such a man— with songs of Joy, 
love and- sorrow springing from his 
heart— that I would have you re- 
member Robert Burns. Scotland's 
national poet." 

During the progress of the ad- 
dress Mr. Bastcdo read n few

Isaac Williams, Toronto, pur- 
chased weed seed that he aaid he 
believed to be alfalfa and red 
clover seed for |7 a bushel and 
then sold it as alfalfa and red 
clover need at $12 a bushel. When 
upon analysis by the dominion 
department of agriculture It turned 
out to be weed seed, Mr. Williams 
found himself facing a charge of 
fraud. 

Magistrate J. C. M. German, who 
heard the case In Newmarket 
police court on Tuesday, admitted 
that he was dubious as to what 
constituted grass seed. W. B. Hor- 
klns, K.C., Toronto, counsel for| 
the defence, knew that clover was 
grass, but Crown Attorney N, Ul 
Mathews, K.C., was positive that' 
alfalfa seed wasn't weed seed. It 
was generally agreed that alfalfa 
was hay. 

"Grass, hay, humph," smiled his 
worship. 

According to Walter McLean, 
who operates a farm with his 
father at Schombcrg, Mr. Williams

came to hla home And ashed If he 
had any cattle to sell. 

"X told him that I had one cow 
for sale and I didn't care If I 
sold It or not," he stated. 

The witness went on to say that 
Mr. Williams told him that he had 
in his car some seed which was 
made up of two-thirds alfalfa and 
one-third red clover, which he 
wanted to Bell. 

"He told me that he got It on a 
deal and was selling it cheap, as 
he wanted to get his money out of 
It." continued Mr. McLean. He 
added that he purchased two 
bushels for which he paid $24. 

Questioned further by the crown, 
the witness went on to cay that 
after the defendant departed he 
became suspicious as to the 
quality of the seed and had a 
sample analyzed. He then 
reported the matter to the police. 
He said that on Friday the defend- 
ant came to him and offered to 
buy the seed back. 

Queried by the defence counsel 
as to the cost of alfalfa, Mr. 
McLean stated that the purchase 
price used to bo $12 a bushel but 
now It runs- at about $18 a bushel. 

"t secured a sample of seed 
from both bags," testified County 
Constable Ronald Watt, who 
Investigated the complaint of Mr. 
McLean. "I took It down to thr* 
department of agriculture in 
Toronto and received a certificate 
of analysis." 

The officer produced the certifi- 
cate, which showed that the seed 
was 61.1 percent weed seed and 

that there was less than two 
percent red clover in it.

county detective, who arrested Mr. 
Williams, told bis worship that the 
defendant, after first being warned 
that he didn't have to say any- 
thing, made a statement to the 
effect that he had purchased the 
seed from Harry Armstrong of 
Dundas for $7 a bushel and sold 
it to six or seven people about 
Alliston and Mono Mills. In the 
statement Mr. Williams also stated 
that he believed Mr. Armstrong 
bought the seed for $5 a bushel. 
He was to sell It for what he 
could get for It and split the profit 
with Mr. Armstrong. He said that 
he did not know what kind of seed 
It was. 

When called to the stand the 
defendant told his worship that he 
was a buyer of cattle and horsos 
by trade. He was* a widower with 
three children and had never been 
convicted or charged in police 
court heretofore. He said that he 
worked for horse dealers and had 
been in the horse trade all his 
life. 

In his defence he stated that on 
Feb. 1 Mr. Armstrong, also a horse 
dealer and farmer, sent for him to 
talk business. As a result he pur- 
chased 12 bushels of seed for which 
he paid $84. 

"X thought the seed was alright." 
stated Mr. Williams. "I was 
perfectly ignorant of what I was 
doing." He said that ho believed 
the seed to be good grass socd 
made up of alfalfa nrd clover. 
He admitted that he did not know 
much about seed and that when 
ho learned that St wasn't good seed 
he went back to the people he had 
sold, it to and offered to buy It 

back. He added tbnt a Peel 

county purchaser, Mr. Watson, who 
Is Mr. McLean's fathcr-In-Iaw, had 
agreed to sell back to him another 
lot of the seed. Two other pur- 
chasers were willing to keep the 
seed and "take a chance with It," 

When his worship commented on 
the amount of profit that was 
being made on each bushel, the 
defendant explained that had to 
pay for the expense of carting It 
around. 

Magistrate German adjourned 
the case for sentence for one week 
and allowed jthc defendant nail of 
$100 cash.

York Regiment Welded Into 
Industry Defence Division 



In order to increase the use- 
fulness of Canada's reserve units 
military officials have announced 
?» new set-up for purposes of 
home defence, which will organ- 
ize the reserve regiments of the 
different military districts into 
divisions. 

They will be organized as 
complete divisions, including the 
various units — artillery, machine- 
gun, army service corps, signals, 
etc. 

The Queen's York Rangers will 
form part of the key division of 
reserve units being set up in 
military district two, roughly 
from Toronto to northern Ont- 
ario and from Oshawa to Harnil* 



ton, including Canada's most 
important industrial areas. 

"The Queen's York Rangers 
will be a machine-gun unit in 
this new division," Major D. O. 
Mungovan of Newmarket, second 
in command of the county* regi- 
ment, told The Era. 

"A division will be built up 
which can work together and at 
camp the units will train to- 
gether as a division." 

Training will be extended from 
30 to 45 days per year, including 
15 days at summer camp, 45 
evenings and l^n days outdoor 
training. Officers, N.C.O.'s and 
specialists will do additional 
training of 15 flays or more.

Councillor A. A. Cook, chair- 
man of the water committee, said 
that his department had $3,700 
on hand, with the balance of the 
year's revenue to come, and that 
since the committee considered a 
reserve of $3,000 necessary, they 
had decided to invest this amount 
in Victory bonds. 

"That is a splendid idea," safd 
the mayor. "The bonds are mar- 
ketable in the future if you ever 
have a heavy capital expendi- 
ture. It is a good investment 
for the department and the 
town." 

Last month Councillor G. A. 
C. Gunton suggested to the coun- 
cil that the German gun at the 
waterworks, a Great War relic, 
be used for national salvage. 
Councillor Fred Rowland, chair- 
man of the property committee, 
told UuS council that he had dis- 
cussed the matter with Aurora 
war veterans and that they wore 
in favor of the gun being used 
for scrap. 

"The town obtained this as a 
present from the dominion gov- 
ernment," said Mr. Rowland. "It 
was captured by Canadian troops 
in France on July 22, ID1B, and 
presented In the town in 1021. 



"It was made in Germany to 
shell our boys in 1918— let's send 
it back in the form of bullets 
this time," said Councillor G. A. 
C. Gunton. 

The council unanimously 
agreed to turn the gun over to 
the Aurora Boy Scouts for their 
next salvage shipment. 

The group committee of the 
Aurora Boy Scouts who are 
handling salvage had conferred 
with the streets committee and 
the council on Monday agreed to 
supply additional bins for salvage 
and to send the town truck once 
or twice a week to pick up sal- 
vage in the business district. 
Three boxes, in addition to the 
one on Yonge St., are contem- 
plated, one on Wellington St., 
and one at both the public and 
high schools. 

"The boys and the men are 
doing a wonderful job," com- 
mented Kccvc C, A. Malloy. 

"Our present facilities are 
taxed to the limit," said Coun- 
cillor G. A. C. Gunton, who is 

also scoutmaster. 'The need for 
the saving of every bit of waste

The col- 
lectors will make a round of the 
township but in cases where he 
does not contact an owner thc 
responsibility for securing a 
license rests with the owner.

Establishment of temperance 
"posts' 1 in every Sunday-school 
was recommended at the recent 
meeting in Newmarket of the 
North York Temperance Federa- 
tion. 

Another resolution rc-stated 
"our belief in the principles of 
British freedom and democracy 
at a time when everywhere these 
sacred principles are challenged 
by dictators and ruthless forces 
of tyranny. 

"We desire to reaffirm our 
faith in the fundamental right of 
citizens of a free country to ex* 
press themselves on important 
moral questions, and we believe 
that always the will of the. maj- 
ority of the people ought fb he 
speedily incorporated Into law 
and enforced by those who have 
been elected by (he people lo 
represent them. 

"Conversely, we believe thai a 
refusal to apply these basic prin- 
ciples of democracy — either lo 
fail to ascertain the will of the 
people or to evade their will 
when it Is nvecrtniried — is for the 
representatives of the people In 
commit an undemocratic act, and 
comprises a reflection on our 
cherished traditions of Drltish 
freedom." 

The meeting called upon 'the 
citizens of North York "lo put 
principle above party politics In 
dealing with Ihe liquor problem 
and olher moral questions. Ami 
thai we, the temperance people 
of North York here assembled, 
declare our purpose to place a 

temperance candidate In tho next 
provincial election if nonn of the 

party candidates will commit 
themselves lo do ail In their 
power to wipe out Ihe beverage 
rooms and greatly reduce Ihe 
hours of sole in the liquor stores 
of the province." 

Another resolution endorsed 
the "Ontario Temperance Voters' 
Ixsafiuc" and nuked tho county 
federation secretary to help Ihe 
municipal representatives orunn- 
j/e North York riding. 

Another urged dominion gov- 
eminent acceptance of requests 
made by church representatives 
nearly two yearn n^o: (a) tin; 
closing of all beverage rooms, 
taverns ami wineshops for the 
period of the war and demobili- 
zation; <!>) the restricting of tho 
hours of sain In liquor stores 
from 3 lo Jt p.m. during week 
days; (c) the prohibition of all 
advertising of liquor save In 
places of sale; (d) the closing of 
the wet canteens in the army. 

Tho meelinic urged I ho eoiitln- 
uiiiice of the war-lhne abstinence 
campaign. 

Another resolution was: "00* 
plorlng thi! many accidents on 
tho public highways, a ureal 
number of which wo hollow are 
Ilia results of drinking of intoxi- 
cants, and believing that boot* 
leafing is on Ilia Increase, wo 
would call ti|M)ii the altoruoy- 
Keuoral am\ his officers, and all 
police officers, for a more rigid 
enforcement of our Honor laws 
In the counly of York." 

"Owing to tho difficulty of 
determining the degree of Inloxi- 
eation of persons involved In 
accident* or under olher circum- 
stances, wo would recommend 
that whenever upon medical ex- 
nmluatluu there Is found lo be 
1,5 parts per 1,000 of alcohol in 
tho blood the person ho con- 
sidered as Intoxicated. Wo would 
further recommend thai such a 
medical test Im made In con- 
nection with all hlKhway acci- 
dents." 

"Tho convention of loyal citi- 
zens of North York would 
humbly pillion our sitting mem- 
ber In tlio provincial parliament 
to ititrnduco a menstiro at Ihe 
present session of the houso 
abolishing all heverago rooms, 
wine shops and other retail sale 
of liquor for private gain in Die 
province of Ontario."
